Before an enthusiastic audience 
of Women's Community Club 
members ami their guests Ken- 
neth L. M. Tray, a welfare work- 
er in Philadelphia and a resident 
of Narberth, delivered a lucid and 
enlightening talk on the spirit 
and method of modern social 
work. The club felt particularly 
grateful to Mr. Pray since he was 
called upon at the eleventh hour 
to act as an understudy for Mc- 
Coy Franklin, of the Crossnore 
School, N. C, who was unable to 
fulfill his engagement because of 
illness. 

Miss Sarah Skinner, of the Na- 
tional School of Oratory in Phila- 
delphia, gave two character 
sketches, which were heartily en- 
joyed; and Miss Barbara Suther- 
land, a young pianist and a sub- 
junior member, gave Chopin's 
waltz in C minor. Mrs. J. A. 
Hongler was the hostess of the 
afternoon. 

The speaker outlined the history 
of social work from primitive 
times on down, sketching the va- 
rious forms and pointing out their 
relations to modern times. "Mod- 
ern social work draws on the past 
but is something bigger and bet- 
Ler," the speaker pointed out. "It 
should have the spontaneity, the 
neighborliness of primitive mutual 
aid ; it must have something of the 
religious zeal and idealism and 
fervor of early Christianity ; it 
must have some of the dynamic 
crusading energy of the mediaeval 
church; it must have something 
of the organized, universal power 
of the modern state; it must have 
something of the sublime faith in 
the individual worth and destiny 
of men that characterized the 
eighteenth century enthusiasm for 
democracy ; it must have some- 
thing of the scientific spirit and its 
openmindedness, its tolerance of 
individual weakness and differ- 
ence, and of the great biological 
awakening of the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

'"But it must have," Mr. Pray 
continued, "and it has something 
more than any of these. Each of 
these efforts of the past has relied 
upon some one panacea for social

As an aftermath of the formation 
last week of a corporation, the 
directors of the Narberth Tennis 
Association have been delving into 
the history of the local club. An 
interview with Walter Cowin. 
charter member of the association, 
disclosed the following interesting 

history : 

Tennis was first played in Nar- 
berth in 185)3 at the Narberth 
Field Club on the southside "near 
the woods." In 15)02 the Narberth 
Tennis Club was organized by A. 
B. Eyre and Walter Cowin with 
a membership of 15 men. They 
had permission to construct a 
grass court at the corner of Kim- 
wood and Essex avenues. In 15)03 
another court was added. At this 
time the Rockland Club also had 
a court on Rockland avenue be- 
low Essex avenue, and the 
Presbyterian Church had a court 
on Hampden avenue. 

Matches played between the 
teams from these three clubs cul- 
minated in the formation of the 
Narberth Tennis Association in 
15)01. That year the new "'As- 
sociation" constructed three 
courts adjacent to the old stone 
Water Tower on' the southside. 
In 15)11 a fourth court was con- 
structed on the same plot, and the 
old Water Tower, which had then 
fallen into disuse as a source of 
water supply, was converted into 
dressing rooms and showers. In 
15)12 the club moved to the corner 
of Essex and Elm wood avenues, 
where it constructed three courts. 
In 1 ! » 1 -1 a fourth court was added. 
In 15)21 the club moved to its 
present site, where is constructed 
seven clay courts and its first 
clubhouse by remodeling the 
building on the premises into a 
clubhouse containing lockers, 
showers and dining room. 

The club increased its member- 
ship from 1 .") men in 1 002 to about 
Hi> men. 25 women and girls, and 
15 boys in 1928. During that 
period the little unincorporated 
association grew into the present 
corporation. 

The annual club tournament 
inaugurated in 15)01 in men's 
singles and doubles and mixed 
doubles tournament was added. 
Since 15)24 the Pennsylvania Clay 
Court Championship Tournament 
lias been held annually on the 
j club courts.

The principal reason for form- 
ing building and loan associations 
was to enable more people to own 
their homes.

pleted on the adjacent land. 

In due course the present hand- 
some church was erected, whilst 
the parish grew apace, but never- 
theless Father Cowley continued 
for 20 years without an assistant, 
imposing on himself a task which 
collected a heavy toll from the 
meager physical strength which 
he possessed. 

During the last five or six years 
the Catholic population of the 
community has increased at a rate 
which exceeded the growth of the 
previous 20 years, with the result 
that the school building became 
ah imperative necessity, and 1925 
saw the erection of the present 
modern structure on Forest 
ayenue at a cost of STo.OOO. 

■Previous to this, the Sisters of 
Mercy had assigned one of their 
buildings on the Merion 
Academy's grounds for the use of 
St r Margaret's children until such 
time as more adequate provision 
could be made to comply with the 
Catholic conviction that religion 
mlust accompany and guide educa- 
tion if the heart as well as the 
mind of the pupil is to be properly 
directed and a well-balanced and 
well-ordered after-life assured as 
far as careful preparation can ac- 
complish. 

The new school building is re- 
garded as a model of its kind and 
splendid scholastic results are 
are being accomplished. 

Father Cowley died on Septem- 
ber 13, 1926, less than a year after 
the. celebration of the silver an- 
niversary of the parish and 
pastorate, beloved and mourned 
by the entire community. 

He was succeeded by the pres- 
ent rector, Rev. Robert F. Hayes, 
for more than 15 years in charge

The history of Rotary, both 
local and international, was the 
subject Tuesday of Alvin E. Shull, 
speaker at the weekly luncheon of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Ro- 
tarians at the Cynwyd Club.

SWEET PEAS. Among the first out- 
door jobs is the sowing of sweet pea 
seeds, about March 17 or as soon as the 
ground can be worked. 1 f you have a j 
i place that is open and sunny and can I 
provide a tre'.lis of wire, brush or ma- j j 
terial on which the vines can twine you j 
can have sweet peas.

It must be sufficient to have some ef 
feet in helping the individual onto his 
feet; it must not be given at the cost 
of self-respect, nor of ambition, nor of 
integrity. It must be a part of the 
general plan which takes into account 
all the other factors that go to make 
up the personality of the individual, 
and all the facts that make up his life 
in relation to others. 

"So social work is not content to 
throw a dime to a ragged urchin on 
the street comer, nor to send a basket 
of groceries to a wretched family in a 
back street, nor to arrest a deserting 
father and send him to jail — and stop 
there. All those things may be neces- 
sary and desirable, but they are empty 
and futile gestures unless they are fol- 
lowed up with patient, constructive ef- 
fort that really reaches the seat of 
the difficulty. 

"Now when one begins to deal with 
human beings on this basis, not as 
persons who need the doctor, or who 
need food, or who are ignorant, or 
vicious, or what not — but as human 
beings, with precisely the same right 
to life and liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness — if we are going to help 
them, we must know much more about 
them and all their relationships, than 
we ever knew before. And so modern 
social work emphasizes this method 
which we call 'investigation.' 'This 
means simply intelligent following up 
of problems, gaining confidence of 
people and keeping it by the sense of 
professional responsibility. . . ; It 
is a frank straightforward, intelligent, 
conscientious, devoted effort to under- 
stand, and to get the client to under- 
stand, the real source and seat of the 
difficulty, and to help him plan a way 
to overcome it. It is merely the appli- 
cation of intelligence to the 



onlv buv it once. Bent grasses thrive in 
acid soils and also in shady places as well : 
as sunny ones. The soil can be made acid J 
by raking in granulated peat moss or hu- 1 
mus and can be kept acid by using sul- 1 
phate of ammonia as a fertilizer. Few 
weeds thrive in the acid soil and the 
grasses being of a spreading nature grow 
so thickly that weeds are crowded out. 

While fall planting is better for grass 
seed, on account of fewer weeds being 
active, lawns can be built in the spring, 
provided, however, that the newly planted 
lawn is rolled very solid and kept con- 
tinually moist. 

Old 'lawns must be rolled with a heavy 
ro'.ler just as soon as the frost is out 
because the sod has most likely been 
heaved off the clay sub-soil and the roots 
have air pockets to die in instead of soil 
to grow in.
